60 days of the date of this letter, explaining your version of 
the facts supporting your claim that your registration as a 
BSA member should be reinstated.

FUSM) told me that she had made an 
appointment with Chris Shelby at four oclock to discus what 
was going on and what had happened up to this point. l did 
not attend the meetino. 



I picked up ■ ■ from school Wednesday evening and told h im 
that Mom had told me what was happening. i assured that 
he had done the right thing. We weren't able to talk more 
because we gave another boy a ride home, but after dropping 
him off we talked a little and 1 became fairly confident that 

was handling things pretty well, ^■■said that this 
was the first time ulenn had mentioned this to him. He also 
said he did not know if Glenn had approached any other boys. 
ISBWS told me that (Jlenn had told him in the phone 
conversation that he had wanted to ask him to be his 
partner before but never had the opportunity. i told him 
that he would need to write down all he could remember with 
as much detail as possible, includinq dates and times. 

In the past week, starting with last Wednesday, I have had to 
work some very lonq hours, so l was not around f gr aa afl enough to 
notice any changes in his normal personality. lypically | 
is pretty quiet and keeps to himself. He is very self 
reliant and disciplined, so it is not unusual for him to be 
in his room reading or off by himself studying, so I am not 
too surprised that 1 didn't notice any changes, or that he 
would go talk to his counselor rather than us. He doesn't 
show emotion, and tends to keep things that bother him to 
himself too so 1 think it may be di Pf icul t to measure how 
deeply this could have affected him. My first impression is 
that he is now relieved that he has let it out. and is 
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conf iden t tha t he won' t get in tro uble or be blamed for 
anything, une thine for sure is very honest, he wouldn't 

make up a storv like this. 

t have known Glenn for manv years. 1 met him throuuh Scoutina 
as did most of us . so i wasn ** t su rprised when (alenn cal led me 
a few weeks aao . l don't remember the day but he called to 
ask permission to attend one of my troop meetings. He had 
talked to rne about this at camporee last sprino and 1 had 
forgotten about it. it is interesting to me that X felt a 
1 i tt 1 e odd abou t his ca 1 1 at the time , i don 7 t Know whv , bu t 
I did. 1 don't remember much more about that call, but Glenn 
called rne again on Labor day. I his time we talked about him 
visiting a troop mee ting a gain, onl v i remember him 
explicitly asking if tggggj was still going to meetings. That 
old "odd" feeling was back, but still, it isn't out of the 
ordinary for scoutmasters to discuss scouts whenever they are 
talking to one another. 

I remember telling Glenn that was attendina meetinas at 

the time but that I was sure he would be too busy with school 
activities once school started. We al so dis cussed some of the 
other boys which Glenn would know but jff^^J was the main 
topic. i told Glenn that he was welcome to attend any 
meeting but that he should call me beforehand so I could tell 
hirn of any chances o r whatever .

On September 11, 1990 my son, ■ L^-ii^I 51 . told me that the school 
counselor, Mr. Miller, would like to see me as soon as possible. On September 12, 
1990 at 7:00 a.m., Mr. Miller contacted me and asked that I speak with him prior 
tobeginning the work day. We met at approximately 7:15 ami. that morning. 
I attended the conference. 

Mr. Miller informed me that had been cont acted by telephone by a 
male, approximately 21 years of age^who was someone l£Q knew through the 
scouting program and "wanted to be^Hs boyfriend." I have since learned that 
this was Mr. Miller's terminology. BgHhad received this telephone call between 
4:00 and 5:00 p.m. on Monday, September 10, 1990. He was at home alone at the 
time. He did not mention the telephone call to anyone. He felt uncomfortable 
speaking to his father or I about the telephone conversation, but did want us to 
know, which is the reason he contacted his school counselor. informed Mr. 

Miller that this was not a relationship he wanted to pursue but did not know how 
to handle the situation. 

In speaking priva tely with^H he informed me that the caller had been 
Glenn Schaefer. said the telephone conversation started as a friendly 

conversation that discussed beginning a friendship, then progressed to G lenn 
specifically requesting a more intim ate rel ationship. Glenn informed | | that 
he had intended to make contact with at Camporee th is las t spring, but | | 
had left before he had the chance. Glenn said he would call on September 24, 
1990 for his answer. 



KsSl ha^asked that his father and I contact Glenn and ask him not to have 
contact with does not want to see or talk to Glenn, but is also 

uncomfortable with his father or I contacting Glenn because Glenn asked him not 
to tell anyone of the telephone conversation. 

|| can't remember having contact with Glenn since his first year of 
summer camp at Meriweather in 1987 (Glen n was on staff). Glenn was always a 
visible figure at district functions while | |was a cub scout.
